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NEW YORK BOMBERS HIT TARGET NUMBER FOUR 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- For the fourth time in the 
past two months, institutions responsible for U.S, 
war policy have been bombed in this city. The 
latest target was the new Federal Office Building 
near Foley Square. 

The bomb was placed somewhere between the 
39th and 40th floors, housing respectively the 
local headquarters of the Selective Service System 
and the Commerce Department,, 

No one was injured by the blast , which 
occurred at 2; 10 a.m, on Sept. 19. The explosion 
wrecked a large portion of the draft office and 
the Commerce Department, which is used by U«S„ 
businessmen to facilitate their foreign investing. 

The Federal Building is the latest of a 
series of targets. One month earlier a bomb 
wrecked the offices of the Marine Midland Grace 
Trust Co,, a bank with $3.3 billion in assets and 
considerable investments in Latin America,, On 
July 26th, in commemoration of the Cuban Revolution, 
a United Fruit Company pier was blown up and two 
weeks before that a grenade factory in New Jersey 
was hit. 

The mass media has cooperated with the 
authorities in covering up the political nature of 
these attacks on key institutions of US, imperial- 
ism. Police and FBI agents assigned to the cases 
never mention the possibility of political motives 
behind the bombings, at first even trying to bury 
the news altogether -- but the persistence of the 
attacks has finally made them front-page news. 

Although the director of the Commerce Depart- 
ment Office recalled that there had been anti- 
draft demonstrations in front of the building 
during the summer, he said he could think of no 
reason why anyone would want to bomb his offices. 

There have been no arrests made in connection 
with any of the cases,

WASHINGTON, DC (LNS) — Laos hit the 
front pages of the nation’s dailies recently with 
a story about how "U.S -backed" troops took over 
liberated areas in new counter ■ offensives 

The very phrase "U S -backed'* could not help 
but remind readers of the early years of the con- 
flict in Vietnam 

"In a very real sense " a diplomatic source 
told The New York Times, "the wax in Vietnam is 
now being fought m Laos." 

The new reports of the conflict in Laos re- 
vealed that IRS money, 3 rms and personnel are 
already deeply implicated A CIA agent was killed 
by gunfire recently at an "advanced post," while 
other agents. Army officers and thousands of 
so-called technicians are in the middle of the 
action,. There are as many as 500 bombing 
missions by B-52s flcwn daily, The Times reported 

Meanwhile, the U.S Senate adopted legislation 
designed to prevent US troops from being 
committed to Laos or Thailand. Some Senators 
indicated that the vote might be meaningless. 

And so it seemed. There are already 45,000 U S 
troops in Thailand.

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CONFLICT OVER LANGUAGE IN MONTREAL SUBURB 
LIBERATION News Service 

MONTREAL (LNS) More than 1*000 demonstra- 
tors refused to yield to police tear gas^ night 
sticks and the reading of the Riot Act as they 
marched Sept. 10 to support their demand that 
French be the sole language in the public 
schools of St« Leonard, a Montreal suburb. 

Tension in the area has built up ever the 
last year, as a large English-speaking community, 
predominantly of Italian origin, opposed a local 
school board decision to give school instruction 
only in French. 

The demonstration included both right-wing 
and left-wing elements in the Quebec independence 
movement'. The rightists t known as the Chevaliers 
pour 1 Independence, sometimes called "black- 
shirts," hurled bricks and stones at Italian- 
owned shops along the parade route. 

Members of the socialist Quebec Liberation 
Front (FLQ) were "disgusted" at the outbreaks 
and distributed leaflets calling for Italian 
French solidarity in fighting corporate domina- 
tion of Quebec society. 

More than 100 people were injured during the 
march and there were 37 arrests, the Canadian

September, 1968 the call was made by the D.H.A.C. 
for a local C.R branch. The Nationalists and 
Independents would not attend the meeting. Only 
Ivan Cooper, Labor M.P., showed, and of course, the 
D epublicans and young radicals. The Derry organ- 
izing committee included Ivan Cooper, the Young 
Socialists [affiliated with the British Labor 
Party], the Socialist Labor Party [Trotskyists], 
Socialist Labor League [Trotskyists] and the Rep- 
ublicans. Fifty-seven came to the first meeting. 

A C.R, parade for DeTiy was set for 
October 5th, 1968. There was another meeting Oct- 
ober 4th to discuss a ban placed on parades. Bel- 
fast C.R.'s wanted to call the parade off, fearing 
bloodshed. The Republicans argued that something 
was necessary to end apathy. The vote was heav- 
ily for marching. 

Police blocked the parade assembly point. 
Waterside Station, but marchers snuck placards 
inside. Police then blocked the parade route, 
which was changed. Police blocked tne new route. 

The march had been quiet, people did not expect 
the worst to happen. But the police surrounded 
the 400 marchers. Gtrry Fitt, Labor-Republican 
M.P, from the Catholic Falls Road area of Bel- 
fast, was hit while pushing against the police 
line. The march stopped, a meeting was held, 
and the decision was not to disperse. Police let 
old people begin to move from the demonstration 
through a police corridor at the rear- Just as 
the old people began to move through the cor- 
ridor the crowd pushed forward and fighting be= 
gan . The corridor became a police gauntlet for 
everyone, „ including the aged. The water-wagon 
hosed everyone, but the march continued. 

When the marchers finally reached the old 
inner city, vicious fighting with sticks and 
stone* — which the marchers picked up along the 
way after the first incident-- began Barricades 
went up around the Catholic Bogside area, spontan- 
eous marching and fighting continued into the night. 
Paisleyites attacked marchers. Bernadette 
Devlin, M.P. People’s Democracy from m^d- Ulster, 
was unknown until October 5th. On the 5th, the 
P.D., a student group began to exert influence 
within the Derry C.R movemet, although Berna- 


dette was previously known among Belfast stu- 
dents. And although the I.R.A. organized pre-C.R. 
movements in Derry, the Republicans participated 
in, but had little influence in the C.R, after 
October 5th. 

There were more marches, drawing up to 
25,000 marchers. Always che marchers were 
blocked by the police, who the marchers would 
go around. Then Paisleyites would olock the 
inarch route wich prayer-ins, arid fighting would 
begin. The Burn til let march, from Belfast, am- 
bushed by Paisleyites on January 4th, 1969, was 
the first P-O. -organized march, Devlin had parti- 
cipated in the October 5th march, came m the org- 
anization of the Bumtoilet march. 

The rest of the story is welj known.

DRAFT BOARD DISRUPTERS GET TWO YEARS 

EUGENE, Ore. (LNS) -- University of Oregon student 
body president Kip Morgan and David Gwyther, a 
fellow student activist, have been sentenced to 
two years each in prison for 30 minutes of protest 
against the draft, according to a College Press 
Service report. 

The two face incarceration in Lompoc Fed- 
eral Prison as a result of their conviction in U.S. 
District Court last June on three counts of "dis- 
rupting Selective Service proceedings-" 

Morgan acted as a judge. Gwyther as prose cut t 
ing attorney, and 12 other students as jurors in 
mock trials conducted at Eugene and Roseburg, Ore. 
local draft boards last winter. 

In each of the two mock trials, the students 
entered official Selective Service board meetings 
en masse and staged a kangeroo court in which 
hoard members were pronounced guilty of "crimes 
against humanity," 

Morgan arid Gwyther, both of whom have been 
active m movements against military recruiting and 
police on campus, were brought to trial and char- 
ged with using "force" to disrupt the meetings 
which sign the death warrants of American boys 
every month

CALVINGTON, Saskatchewan (LNS) -- A Movement 
traveller in northern Sasketchewan reports that 
Indian-white relations m that area are tense and 
potentially explosive. Sporadic incidents of 
violence recur, and are played down by the 
authorities m the hopes they might die down. 

But they don't 

The traveller indicates that some of the 
problems arise during the bi-weekly trips to town 
that the Indians make when they recei /e their 
treaty payments 

The Indians go into town to drink -- a few 
hours of escape irom the awareness of their 
intolerable condition arid hopeless future -- 
and live it up Some towns, such as Calvington, 
axe literally ’’taken over by Indians,” The 
local folk refer to the Indians as ’’wahoos , ” The 
Royal Canadian Mounted Pci ice tRCMP), the federal 
police force whi-di patrols the area, tries to keep 
things cool - 

They do ’’everything possible to prevent 
violence from occurring or becoming news,” reports 
the traveller, When an RCMP constable was ’’rolled” 
by a group of Indians *nd had his uniform ripped 
off his back, the Indians were fined only $10 

But ii the Indians are given a certain amount 
ox leeway in the eixort to piay down or ignore 
the incidents, the whites can then go much 
further 

A conversation o/erheaxd in a Calvington 
tavern revealed th*t *0 Indians had been shot- 
gunned to death on a local wheat farm, while 
supposedly stealing gasoline. Nothing was re- 
ported about thi=* incident, and nothing was done 
10 the wheat xa/incx it’s common for farmers 
to sic the x r dog^ on ^ndoans with impunity. 

”As far ct? 1 know, no charges of wounding, 
mans 1 aught ex or murder have been laid m any of 
these incidents,” the traveller said ”It is 
vommon to civilian whites with holstered 
revolvers or nixes 0 / shotguns in town Once 
the Indians start to o.-garme,” he added, ”a lot

There are a let of dungs about the cops that 
are wrong. Here are some of them: 

1 Cops have authority over the people e^n when 
they (the cops) are wrong, 

2. Cops can stop and frisk people whenever they feel 
like it. The law r says they can only do thus when 
they have probable cause , which means they have 
reasonable grounds to believe that a crime has been 
committed or is about to be commit tea. Tuo often 
cops stop and frisk kids witn no justification. 

They do it for the hell of it. 

3, Cops lie in court. Many are trained perjurors.. 
Cops usually have a tight xeiationsmp w ? ith judges, 
the State* s Attorney, public defenders (prison 
deliverers), and lawyers This automatically means 
that in most cases trials are stacked against 
people before people are proven guilty. In pract- 
ice the Constitutional guarantee that a peison is 
innocent until proven guilty has disappeared, 

4 Cops are in the schools. Schools are mental and 
physical prisons- Instead of trying tc ease ten - 
SxOns betwen different racial and ethnic groups - 
the cops encourage these tensions, heating them 

up . 

5 Cops Harass and hassle people. They run hot 
checks at their plessu re, fingerprint people tor 
misdemeanors* stop people just to get pay oils, 
have a quota of tickets they have to give out* 
work with teachers to hassle kxds, make false arr- 
ests whenever they feel like it ; arid are evaluated 
for promotion on the basts oi the number or arrests 
they make 

6. Cops harass juveniles and Tficmbeis of minority 
groups. Juveniles and minor i cy p^ are ordinary 
people, yet they are treated - ike dogs, not like 
■citizens. We are the dogs that ,vps Kick.

The police do net serve and protect the 
poop le . ins tc ad : tn c y i ve an d p?. cce^t bus- 

inessmen^ 0 politicians, the rich. Recognizing 
true fact thac our pec-ple are not businessmen or 
politicians* and sure as hell aren’t rich, we 
expect that many' of our people will have unreque- 
sted dealings with the cops. In case of such 
unasked- for dealings with cops, here are some 
things to keep in mind* They' are important; 
remember them and tell your friends and families 

1. If you are stopped and/ox arrested by the po- 
lice, you may remain silent; you do not have to 
answer any questions about alleged crimes. You 
should provide your name and address only if re- 
quested (although it is net absolutely clear that 
you must do so). It is not a bad idea to give 

an address of some so-called "respectable per- 
son” who w'ii cover for you, instead of your own 
address, ir you can arrange this. Don’t say 
anything that can be used against you. At all 
Lime.' remember the Fifth Amendment to the U< S , 

Cor stitution. which says you don't have to answer- 
on the grounds that it might incriminate you. 

Remember net to be overly assertive about 
your legal rights * because it might lead to more 
trouble because or most cops * disrespect for the 
law In o trie i words ? the cops have authority' 
even if the/ are wrong and you are right; so 
BE COOL!
